Charges Prompt Debate 
On LPP in UBC Legion

Activities of LPP members in the 
UBC Canadian Legion are under 
controversial discussion, as a re- 
sult of a charge made, on Monday, 
by a former UBC Legion President, 
Grant Livingstone. Mr. Living- 
stone had claimed that "an insidi- 
ous Communist minority is 
attempting to 
Legion." He 
swer to an article by Roland Pcn- 
ner, of the University of Manitoba, 
in which that LPP student leader 
had accused Mr. Livingstone of 
opposing a cott of living bonus 
for student veterans. 

Supporting Mr. Livingstone's 
statement was Perry Miller, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Legion, who 
alleged that during the three 
year's existence of the UBC Legion, 
the Communists have made contin- 
uous attempts at gaining control. 
However, Mr. Milcr went on to 
say that the Communist clement 
need never be » threat to the 
Legion, so long as the other mem- 
bers do not allow themselves to 
be influenced by their school of 
thought. 

LPP REPLIES 
The other side of the question 



was presented by Norman Little- 
wood, leader of the student LPP 
club, who replied to Livingstone's 
charge by challenging him to a 
formal debate on the subject. He 
stated that the Communists were 
a very small minority in, the UBC 
Legion, and that Livingstone, more- 
over, by his accusations, will cause 
friction among all the members. He 
continued by criticizing Living- 
stone's administration of the UBC 
Legion during the period of his 
presidency. 

Mr. Miller's attack was backed 
up by Donald K. Ward, former 
member on the Legion committee 
dealing with grants and pensions. 
Mr. Ward charged that Grant 
Livingstone, as president of the 
UBC Legion was guilty of un- 
democratic procedure. He stated 
further that "Livingstone has not 
always supported the increases of 
veterans' grants. He intimated to 
our committee that he would like 
to sec us very inactive to appease 
Ottawa and not embarrass the 
government by pressing for in- 
creases. . . . ". 

Grant Livingstone's comment on 
the statements made by his altack- 
ers was that "most of the charges 
are not worth replying to."

And to prove that I have this 
interest, I must admit that despite 
lack of official permission to 
"cover" the Red and White Revue 
Chorus rehearsals, I attend them all 
on my personal initiative, with the 
hope — mark you — that the news 
editor will eventually ask for a 
story.

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A Worthy Appeal 



The International Student Service, one of the 
organizations constituting World Student Relief, 
has been extremely active in the field of uni- 
versity reconstruction and has contributed much 
toward the improvement of student welfare in 
war-ravaged countries. 

A short while ago, the Canadian Committee 
of the Service announced plans for a nation- 
wide relief drive at all Canadian universities, 
each of which had agreed upon some specific 
quota. In the case of McGill, $5,000 was decided 
upon as the minimum figure for the local 
students' contribution. This drive is scheduled 
to get under way on February 23. 

• • • 

A new announcement from the Canadian 
Committee indicates that the scope of the forth- 
coming university drive will be extended to 
include the "Canadian Appenl for Children," 
which drive is intended to provide funds for 
educational and material relief to school child- 
ren and university students in Europe. 

The latter relief drive, which has been set for 
February 9, has been authorized by the Can- 
adian government, and is to be conducted jointly 
by the United Nations Appeal for Children and 
the Canadian Council for Reconstruction through 
UNESCO. 

Of all the organizations which have been 
solicited to aid in the latter national drive, the 
International Student Service, which is itself 
a member organization of the Canadian Council 
for Reconstruction, had been given the task of 
canvassing the universities of Canada. In fact, 
officials of the Council arc recognizing the 1SS 
as the official canvasser of Canadian uni- 
versities. 



For this reason, the forthcoming campaign 
at McGill will be known officially as the "ISS 
Campaign in Co-operation with the Canadian 
Appeal for Children." This should be borne in 
mind by students when they are approached for 
contributions^: Jfcc object of the drive is of 
double importance, and the total objective of 
$5,000 must be exceeded if at all- possible. 

Leading organizations on Canadian campuses 
have already pledged their support; Student 
Councils, the Student Christian Movement and 
the Newman Clubs, at recent conferences, arc 
among those who have offered full and active 
support. The National Federation of Canadian 
University Students, at their conference held 
recently, passed upon a resolution which states, 
in part ,that the NFCUS give their "fullest 
support to its educational and relief program." 
• • • 

In the near future, students will be given 
the opportunity to rend about the drive, the 
conditions which their European fellow students 
face. They will also be provided with an account 
of where and how contributed funds are dis- 
tributed. The Daily will carry stories and re- 
ports of all aspects of the International Student 
Service and its relief drive. 

This year, above all, McGill is faced with a 
challenge: that of overcoming the pitiful ex- 
perience of last year's drive. At that time, 
McGill, the second largest university in Canada, 
contributed the second lowest amount of all the 
Universities. : - 

Surely McGill can do better than this. We 
owe it to ourselves and to our fellow students 
in foreign countries— less fortunate and.rcoim 
forlablc than we.— AT. ~-~.r~: 



Loyonnet Address^tb Music Students 



The following Is an extract from the ad- 
dress prepared by the eminent French pianist 
Paul Loyonnet for delivery la the students of 
the McGill Coniervatorium of Music. The 
address was given on the occasion of Mr. 
Loyonnet'i visit to the Conservatorlum yes- 
terday afternoon to present a brief recital of 
French music. Mr. Loyonnet was welcomed to 
the Conaervalorium by Dean Douglas Clarke. 

* <• * 
"I am extremely moved by the honour which 
the McGill Conservatory has tended me in greeting 
me so cordially. I wish to thank you for welcom- 
ing me in such a warm way and I assure you that 
your kind words went straight to my heart ... I 
did not learn the English language duriny my youth 
... It is Indeed of recent acquisition and ... my 
accent borders the realm of fantasy. 

"Music, fortunately, is far beyond words. It la 
a medium for direct contact . . . Unfortunately, there 
are esthetical theories concerning music and the 
division reappears precisely because of those theor- 
ies. I verily believe that the worst injury which 
one can do to music Is to use it as an instrument 
for nationalist struggles. Within the Immense in- 
stinctive and cultural complex which has formed 
European music each people has given and each 
people has received. 



"It is vain to want to confine art within the 
limits of political frontier or to try to enslave it to 
a so-called nalonal spirit or some nationalistic cul- 
ture. 

"Powerful Ideological tides have been created and 
have in turn, passed on, are passing on or, are 
fecund within the borders of numerous nations. 

".Music is the language of love, not only in the 
sense of the word passion, but in Us magnificent 
divine sense — compared to which the other meaning 
can have only some personal significance. The mis- 
sion of musicians is thus well defined. They must 
establish the communion of souls and those who, 
like myself, roam throughout the world, must become 
the forerunners of universal understanding. They 
must, without respite, recall to all that all good 
men are brothers. 

"This was one of Beethoven's supreme chants, 
which, in bitter irony, his own countrymen have 
forgotten, and this does not prevent the spreading 
of the truth by the musicians' message of love. 

"Let us not give up hope, and, untiringly let us 
spread our message of beauty and of love . . . 

"Your reception, gentlemen, is a gesture of friend- 
ship. 

"I shall endeavour to continue to deserve the 
honour which you have done me." 



MRT OPENING: 



O'NEIL'S 'AH, WILDERNESS' 



Ah, Wildnerness, Eugene O'Neill's nostalgic com- 
edy which opened at the MRT last night, was given 
a thoughtful and often brilliant performance. The 
credit goes partly to Herbert Whittakcr's skill and 
good taste, partly to the solid, characterizations 
achieved by his group of actors. , 

The time* I have seen the play In the past it 
has foundered on the shoals of sentimentality; that 
pitfall was avoided last night There was high and 
low comedy, moments of dramatic tension, and some 
pathos but not quite enough. Every main character 
has a moment In the play when the "inner self that 
«0 concerned O'Neill was suggested or revealed. 
Some revealed It and some didn't. 

There ware many fine individual performances. 
Gerald Rowan u Nat Miller, a publisher and head 
of the Miller household, played a gratifying role 
with thoughtful restraint and unfailing understand- 
ing. Eric Donkln, while a bit out of place in New 
England, was good as the play's confused young hero. 
Some of the most difficult acting fell his lot, particu- 
larly In the long soliloquy in the third act and he 
carried it off with honours. The scene in which 
Richard's father tells him the facU of life was 
played for comedy to good effect. 

Douglass Burns Clarke made Uncle Sid a gem 
«| a comic character. Unfortunately this made it 



hard for the audience to realize when he was serious. 
Suzanne Avon's tart was lough but oh! so gentle. 
A good performance. Charlotte Wellock made a 
very pretty Muriel, performed well, and gave the 
part a rather startling touch of broque. Fine char- 
acterizations were given by Michael Kane as the 
older brother, J. Clement Boyd as a hard-hearted 
old New Englander, Thomas Walker as a bartender 
fresh from a potato famine, and Fred Devlin as 
Wlnt Selby, a lecherous young collegian. 

Lillian Niderost as Essie Miller seemed a bit out 
of place in the household. Essie is a woman of 
conitanUy changing views, but these changes were 
not clean cut. While restraint Ji usually commend- 
able, I felt that Reta Wheatly kept Aunt Lily too 
much in the background. Her terror at Richard's 
cynical fatalism could have been brought out more 
in the scene in the first act 

Minor parts were well handled by Malcolm Smith, 
Joan Huestis, Barbara Henshaw and young David 
Luck. 

Hans Berends had a problem in the adaptation 
of MRTs tiny stage to the demands of the play. It 
was managed with only partial success by dividing 
the stage with an archway. The gloomy, close effect 
of homes of that period was achieved, and the light 
ing was excellent

Robeson Recital

There wasn't a disappointed per- 
son in .His Majesty's Theatre last 
night when Paul Robeson strode 
from the stage at the completion 
of his program. His recital ranged 
from an Old English Ballad to 
numbers about religion, inequality 
and social injustice. Not restricting 
himself solely to singing. Mr. Ro- 
beson gave an extremely fine read- 
ing of the last speech of Othello, 
bringing to mind his memorable 
performance in that role here sev- 
eral years ago, and concluded his 
program with a stirring recitation 
of The Freedom Train. 

Although he was adequate in his 
opening numbers such as Dans le 
Printemps de Mes Années by Garât 
and excerpts from Moussorgsky's 
Boris Goudonov, he excelled in the 
Chassidic Chant and reached his 
peak in the moving Old Man River 
and The House I Live In. After 
hearing the latter sung in makes 
one wonder why they let Sinatras 
within vocal range of such pieces. 

Mr. Brown, the accompanist, 
joined Mr. Robeson vocally on three 
occasions. Their version of Ezckicl 
Saw The Wheel was especially 
pleasing. 

It seems that each concert per- 
former has several numbers which 
are his own private property. Mr. 
Robeson has prior lien on Joe Hill, 
a union song, which he dedicated 
to "Alike" Buhay, and Swing Low 
Sweet Chariot. The Purest Kind 
Of A Guy was dedicated to Fred 
Rose. 

Azube Tzcrko filled the role of 
assistant pianist. His performances 
on the whole lacked lustre. The 
Chopin Waltz was not as graceful 
as it might have been and the Re- 
volutionary Etude was somewhat 
unbalanced and spiritless. He fared 
much better in the Brahms Inter- 
mezzo In A Minor and the Two 
Preludes, by Gershwin. On the 
whole he helped round out an ex- 
cellent evening.

Well, everybody seems to know 
that that country is ruled by 
bloody Fascists. 

The Communists tell us that the 
people are suppressed, unhappy, 
and longing for liberty. They are 
not. I don't think the ordinary 
man-in-the -street in Lisbon has 
the slightest idea of what democ- 
racy, Fascism, Bnd Communism 
are. He is extremely poor, in most 
cases illiterate — and yet Is the 
happiest and most friendly man on 
earth. This discovery was amazing. 
Still more amazing was it to- find 
how plentiful everything was. Only 
in Belgium had I seen anything 
like il. The exchange-rate was con- 
venient. I got a lot of escudos for 
my pounds and Danish kroner. And 
prices were low. In short, Portugal 
was like Paradise — even with a 
semi-Fascist at its head. Terribly 
confusing after all that gossip . ; . 

It seemed a.s if the Portugese 
expected visitors to get confused. 
A few miles from Lisbon they have 
a place called Estoril. Here you can 
sit amidst exiled royalty from the 
rest of Europe and drown your 
confusion in full-bodied Sandcman 
port and sparkling champagne. 
Ivory-skinned women fill the 
Casino at night. During the day 
they arc kept inside the big. white 
houses with Madonnas painted on 
the walls, protected from the rays 
of the sun and the glances of men. 
Even at the Casino (or especially 
at the Casino) the girls only appear 
under constant chaperonage. Well, 
it's necessary so. But those fat 
ladies accompanying the young 
innocents do not shun a glass of 
port at the bar, and the ball-room 
has wide doors opening into a big 
garden filled with concealing 
palms. 

Gone were all serious purposes. 
With my back to Europe's miser- 
ies I did quite a good job drowning 
my confusion. At the old royal 
palace al Sintra. on the beach be- 
tween Cascaes and Estoril, during 
gesticulating talks with smiling and 
swindling street-merchants I realis- 
ed that the word politics ought to 
be banished from Portugal. It must 
be a nice job to be dictator in 
that country . . . and rule over 
all those long, inviting eyelashes. I 
understand you Mr. Salazar. 

Yet Portugal was only the begin- 
ning. Tlie whole blue Mediterra- 
nean wax still to come. And this 
part of the journey I was to do by- 
sea. It would have been nothing 
short of indecent to fly over these 
waters and just see them as a piece 
of blue paper. 

Past the giant, brown rock of 
Gibraltar, into the deep-blue, vel- 
vety Mediterranean. Lazy days, 
burning sun. Next stop Malta. 
Here, too, life was astonishingly 
normal. There were ruins of course. 
Even Italian bombs can make some 
damage. "Sometimes they even ex- 
ploded," a Maltese told me. But 
relatively few people were killed, 
mainly thanks to the deep caves in 
the rock which served as shelters. 

In a way Malta was the most 
pleasant place I visited. It was by 
far the strangest. Here you have 
a couple of rocks senselessly rising 
from an orgy of unbroken blue- 
as if by mistake dropped from the 
great hand that created the conti- 
nents of this earth. Malta is very 
densely populated— more than two 
thousand per square mile — and

there Is little fertile soil. What do 
all those people live by then? 

Well, three possibilities are open: 
You can cam your living as a beg- 
gar; you can join a brothel; and. if 
you are less respectable, you can 
become a priest. You can also open 
a bar, but this is not so lucrative 
by now as the madket is jammed 
with, I was told, 8.000 speakeasies 
of all kinds. The Maltese seem to 
be getting along very well anyhow. 

They arc the most beautiful peo- 
ple I have ever seen. In the pic- 
turesque staircasc-strcels of Valet- 
ta you stumble over them and must 
be careful not to disturb their sie- 
sta. When you are being paddled 
about the harbor in a comfortable 
gondola, the sight of your topee 
will prompt scores of long-haired, 
laughing girls to emerge from the 
water. 

I couldn't resist the temptation 
to return lo Malta a couple of 
months later. This time I left by 
plane and, seeing the foam-edged 
shores disappear below, I promised 
myself to come back the sooner the 
better — as if afraid that these 
heavenly rocks might be carried 
away by some big wave. 

This is getting too long-winded. 
1 had better boil the rest down to 
a few lines . . . Egypt was as ro- 
mantic and as enchanting this sum- 
mer as it has been for the last 
three thousand years. I found Alex- 
andria very much like the version 
given in "Caesar and Cleopatra." 
Overlooking the sea from the Cecil 
Hotel 1 was rather disappointed not 
to sec Roman galleys appearing 
from behind the horizon with the 
great imperator's standard flying 
from the mastheads . . . Cairo was 
terribly hot and dusty, so after 
a few days I moved from Shep 
herd's Hotel in the center of the 
city, to Mena House, in the desert, 
a few hundred yards from the 
Great Pyramid. It was really nice 
there — drinking and sweating all 
day long, dancing at the open-air 
Auberge des Pyramides at night 
riding on camels out into the desert 
in moonlight. In short, Egypt of 
fers you everything. It Is the ideal 
place to go when you get tired of 
all these lectures and tests. Best 
connection via TWA. 

Palestine was less pleasant. The 
Jews have spoiled it. They have 
invaded the country against the 
will of its inhaoitants. This summer 
they were causing curfews and 
uneasiness. They are unfriendly, 
servile, and bloodthirsty at the 
same time with some exceptions 
of course. Worst of all, they have 
built the ugliest city in the world 
and given it the name Tel Aviv, 
Hill of Spring.

I would rather say that the trouble 
with the Jews in Palestine is that 
they arc not Jc>vs. They have stolen 
a country and lost all their fine 
qualities . . . 



RCAF Outlines Future 
Summer Training Plans 



The RCAF is presenting a sum- 
mer training plan to university stu- 
dents, beginning at Ihe end of the 
undergraduate's first year, about 
the first of May, and extending for 
an eighteen week period each year 
for three consecutive years. 

All candidates will be selected for 
aircrew training, and will be given 
the appropriate physical examina- 
tions at the Aircrews Classification 
Centre. The individual must agree 
to train in whichever aircrew trade 
the RCAF considers him best suit- 
ed for. If unfit for actualy flying, 
he may be employed at another 
useful occupation if he so desires. 
Training will be extended to in- 
clude training as pilots and radio 
officers, and those successfully com- 
pleting their training will be con- 
sidered for permanent commissions 
in the regular air force. 

In the first year of training, the 
selected undergraduates will begin 
training at Trenton, Ontario, ex- 
cepting those training as Radio 
Officers, i who will go to Clinton, 
Ontario. In the second year, train- 
ing will be resumed at the same 
schools, and the program will be 
completed the third, year. 

All selected undergraduates will 
be appointed to General Section 
Class "F" as Flight Cadets under 
training, and each must agree to 
join the RCAF (regular or auxil- 
iary), or remain in the reserve on 
graduation. The candidates must 
meet the following standards: 

1. They must be undergraduates 
of a recognized Canadian university. 

2. They must be unmarried. 



3. They must be not younger than 
18 nor older than 21, and except to 
graduate after the third year of 
training. Veterans may add their 
number of years of service to the 
age limit. 

4. They must be Canadian citizens 
or British subjects. 

5. They must be able to meet 
R.C.A.F. medical standards. 

6. They must be enrolled in a 
course leading to a degree. Prefer- 
ence will be given to those In pure 
and applied science, and medicine. 

The rate oC.pay is $180.00 per 
month, with $45.00 deducted for 
living expenses. Those engaged In 
actual flying may claim risk pay at 
$30.00 per month. Travelling ex- 
penses incurred on duly will be 
paid by the R.C.A.F. Leave pay 
based on thirty days per year, 
according to the number of weeks 
employed at the end of each sum- 
mer period. 

A limited number of these stu- 
dents, on attaining their university 
degrees, will be accepted for con- 
tinual training in the regular B.C. 
A.F. and may be given a perma- 
nent commission and advanced to 
the rank of Flying Officer with an 
R.C.A.F. unit.
